It has been in production a week, and 
when working at full pressure, in about 
two months’ time, will deal with more 
than 1,000 cows a week. 

During his inspection the Minister was 
interested’,.in the big overhead. transport 
system for the. carcases; the boiler-like 
mcat-meal making engines; the vats and 
refining. plant; and the machine for 
canning beef in the most up-to-date style.

Roscrea, introduced the Minister to the 
audience, whd received him with cheers. 
Father ©’Molloy said Dr. Ryan. had

on any of those sloping fields, Babies lay 
in the shelter of the hedgerow, watched 
by the sheep dog,’ and old men and 
women lent a hand as well. In one field 
a smartly dressed young woman worked, 
too, and forgot for the time being the city 
situation to which she would return. 


North Dublin's” Disfigurements 


Yet another correspondent wants me ' to 
rub into the powers that be” what he 
describes as ‘‘the disfigurements which 
disgrace the north side of Dublin.’”’ 
Among other ““eyesores ' he mentions the 
‘‘unkempt common in Beresford place, 
which destroys the effect of Gandon’s noble 
masterpiece.”” Not long ago, he reminds 
me, the Board of Works spent a lot of 
money on concrete pathways, fencing and 
grass plots inside the old “ehains” but, 
having spent the money, have apparently 
forgotten that such a place as the Custom 
House exists, with the result that the last 
state of its surroundings is worse than the 
first. Surely the cost of a few flower beds 
and of occasional efforts at tidying up 
can be faced to put the finishing touches 
to the surroundings of one of Dublin’s 
most central and imposing public build- 
ings. If only for the educational effect 
upon the minds of the hundreds of country 
deputations who pay Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly 
such frequent visits, the case for such 
outlays would seem to be unanswerable. 
A Minister who talks so eloquently about 
town-planning and architectural amenities 
should surely make it his business to tidy 
up his own front gatden. 


A ‘Dangerous Obstruction

been condemned as structurally unsound— 
is now a positive lability on Port and 
Docks Board revenues. Though defeated 
in his first effort by short-sichted differ- 
ences of official opinion on “ who should 
pay,’ I, therefore, hope that Mr. Laurie 
will very soon renew the attack, and—may 
1 suggest ’—let the public know what is 
happening !

DUTY ON COAL 


. In his presidential address, Mr. J. A. 
Rooney, M.Inst. of Gas Engineers, said that 
ile bugbear of all members of their Associa- 
tion in the Free State was the subject of 
coals, which in the past: two years they had 

» purchase virtually at the dictation of the 
Government, 

Up to the commencement of this year, said 
the Chairman, we could buy coals from 
foreign countries at whatever price we could 
get them for, without paying any customs 
duty on them, but if we bought British we 
had a customs duty of 5s. per ton to pay on 
them. Now we must buy British and pay 
the customs duty of 5s. per ton, and, besilles, 
we are restricted to a quota. In many cases 
this has been a trouble to the managers of 
works, as the quota allowed is almost below 
their requirements: Mr. Lemass, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, is quoted in the 
irish Times of June 13, 1935, as saying in 
the Dail: ' In answer to Mr. Counihan, that 
this tax of 5s. was mainly a revenue tax, it 
was also a protective tax and would help 
the consumption of turf and native coals, 
though that was not the primary reason for 
it. The transport and other industries where 
coal was an essential of the manufacturing 
process were getting their coal supplies free 
of duty. Nobody.in this country need pay 
the tax, because there was native fuel avail- 
able for household use.’’ 


“NO REDRESS” 


Accusations have been made in the Press 


—— 


NE of the things that our Dublin Gas 


Board are receiving their coal supplies free 
of duty, but the gas companies, who wse 
coals wholly as raw material, can get no 
redress in this. matter, although every effort 
has been made to get the Minister to recon- 
sider ‘his decision. Of course, wé are fight- 
ing the E.S.B. with all our might and main, 
but we should not be the only party using 
large quantities of coals to be victimised. 

In the purchase of coals one must be 
particular to buy the best. The same freight 
must be paid on small as on large coals, and 
with the handling -it gets during transit it is 
often small enough when we get it. The 
richer the coal the smaller should be the 
charges; otherwise the tar distiller will get 
what you should have in your gas-holders. 
It behoves us in Ireland to be very careful 
in our selection, especially now that coals are 
so dear. 

In small gasworks in Ireland, of course, we 
cannot do our own analysis of the coals, but 
why should we not buy on a reliable certi- 
ficate not more than one year old’? ‘The cer- 
tificates we get at present are often found to 
be very old and therefore useless. One of the 
best indexes. to the proper temperature of dis 
tillation, is the quantity and the quality of 
the tar produced from a ton of coal, Would 
it not, therefore, be a good idea to form areas 


for buying coal on the co-operative plan’ 
Better terms than we have at present cer- 
tainly would he obtained and, possibly. 
cheaper freights. Of course, 1 am only 
throwing this bint out, and, perhaps, our 


committee might take this matter up and see 
if it is feasible. The amount of Customs duty 
which the Free State is drawing from coals 
is calculated at £600,000, to which gas com- 
panies have to contribute 12} per cent., which 
is a gift to our competitors. 


REPLACEMENT OF TAR 


Tar has now become an absolute drug on 
the market as far as the smaller works are 


concerned. A few vears ago very large 
quantities of tar were sold to County 
(Council and municipal bedies for. tarring 
roads; then came conerete and bitumistic 
mixtures for road - making, and that 
vas the end of our virtual monopoly. 
‘lo add to our discomfort in the Free State, 


the British and Northern Ireland Govern- 
ments have put: an import duty of one penny 
per gallon on all our tar imported, and prices 
ave so low that they virtually only pay the 
cost of exportation. 

There also seems to be a definite move on 
the part of various surveyors against coal tar 
for road dressing. Owing to the damp 
the various rivers to the roads, if any fish 
are poisoned it is invariably blamed on dress. 
ing by read coal tar. Another thing which 
militates against us is that there is no tariff 
on Road Board tar coming into the country, 
so that if dumping takes place we cannot 
find an outlet for our supplies. This operates 
against many small gasworks going in for 
tar dehydration, for they bave no guarantee 
of tenure for Road Board tar, the whole of 

e supplies taken by the Local Government 
epartment being given under one contract. 
Consequently, if a firm outside Ireland gets 
that contract; we should be unable to supply 

y for that year unless we made under 
licence from that supplier. Here seems to 
be a chance for amalgamation of small works 
to erect a central tar works to use up their 
stocks of tar by co-operation. 

The one drawback to this, in my estima- 
tion, is that the Government want only one 
supplier, But surely legislation could be

ANNUAL REPORT 


The annual report, read by the Honorary 
Secretary (Mr. George Airth, Dundalk), con- 
gratulated the members on the continued 
prosperity of the Association.

Owing to legislation in the Free State, 
continued the report, your committee have 
had a busy time trying to get the Govern- 
ment to see our side of the question. The 
continued imposition of 5s. per ton on all 
coals ical ig is a very heavy burden, and 
no. amount of correspondence seems to hare 
any effect on the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce. The quota system has hit us also, 
as the Government will only alter the amount 
they allow after continued efforts on behalf 
of each company w@ich finds the amount too 
small for its requirements. Efforts are being 
made by a committee to have the coal tariff 
removed for gas works. 

A deputation of the committee met the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce in regard 
to making a larger market for Road Board 
tar It was pointed out to him that in the 
last two vears the amount of Road Board 
tar used had fallen by. 4,700 tons—in other 
words, from 11,000 to 6,300 tons. The stocks 
of crude tar were increasing to such an extent 
that some gas works had little capacity left, 
and were in a dangerous position for more 
room, as they could not carry large stocks. 
The imposition of one penny per gallon put 
on by the Imperial Government and the 
Government of Northern Ireland made the 
sale of tar almost impossible. The average 
price for tar had fallen from 35.925 pence in 
1930 to 1.084 pence in 19%, and was still 
falling. The Minister regrettéd that he was 
unable to sanction the inclusion of tar exports 
in the bounty arrangements of his Depart- 
ment. The committee then had a further 
interview with the Department -of Local 
Government and Puktic Health, with much 
more favourable results. 


AN UNDERTAKING 


The Department undertook (though it was 
late for this season) to do all it could un- 
officially to encourage surveyors to give 
serious consideration to the more extended 
use of tar, but pointed out that the under- 
takings themselves should do their part, and 
to recognise that the Department’s efforts will 
be, in the nature of things, supplemental. 
The tar supplied would be subject to 
analysis by the State Laboratory. If the 
provincial gas undertakings made a serious 
effort to help themselves, they may be assured 
of the goodwill of the Department.as far as 
practicable. They must, however, bear in 
mind that the Department, while willing to 
help them, cannot force the engineers of 
local authorities to use tar in preference to 
another road dressing, ho séis in counties 
where the climatic conditions are not suitable. 
On the Ist August the stocks of tar in the 
Free State were 1,130,000 gallons, and of road 
board tar 20,850 gallons. 

The balance to credit im the treasurer’s 
hands this year was £165 8s. ld. as com- 
pared with £155 6s. 8d. m the preceding 
year.

A local committee has been appointed to 
control herring fishing in the North under 
ithe scheme for the development and assistance 
of the industry in the United Kingdom. The 
members of the Committee have been selected 
by the British Herring: Board from a list 
supplied by the various local interests, and 
they will hold office for twelve months, The 
names of the members of the Committee are:

COMMITTEE'S POWERS 


The Committee will have power to co-opt 

two representatives of “visiting _ fishermen 
(English or Scottish traders who visit 
Northern ports), two representatives of visit- 
ing curers, and one of exporters of, pickled 
herrings to the Continent. The Committee 
will exercise almost complete control of the 
herring trade, including the issue of licences 
to boat owners, salesmen and curers, 
The British Herring Board has fixed already 
the following prices which apply to Northern 
Ireland :— A minimum of 15s. per cran for all 
herring, surplus left overnight on the quay 
12s. 6d. a cran, spent herring 10s. a cran. 

It is believed that the new scheme will be 
of advantage to the herring industry, and the 
Northern Ministry of Commerce has done all 
in its power to assist this small industry 
which gives useful employment during the 
season to a number of fishermen and small 
farmers along the County Down coast, 

As is usual in all Government controlled 
schemes, there are some who feel that the 
Government's intervention is unnecessary and 
not calculated to help ultimately the develop- 
ment of the industry. One Belfast salesman 
declared: “ We have been getting along fairly 
satisfactorily without Government control, 
provided the herring are available. I think 
Ulster could very well have been left out of 


this British scheme, which is designed to 
assist the Scottish and North of gland 
fishermen. We can carry on very well along 


the lines we have always Leen working.”’ 

The general public feel that what. is re- 
quired is not an increase in herring prices, 
hut a steady supply throughout the season, 
and quick distribution to householders, to- 
gether with a publicity. seheme to advocate : 
““ Eat more herring.”’

LETTERS FROM DOCTORS 
AND STUDENTS

HERE’ was a further discussion at the 
Belfast Board of Guardians to-day in 
reference to the smashing of a door 
in the doctors’ quarters in the Workhouse, 
and the alleged breach of discipline by 
medical students. 
The Guardians at the last meeting decided 
to discontinue ‘housing medical students in 
the institution. 


MEDICAL OFFICER’S LETTER 
A letter was read from Dr. J. M. O’Kane 


at the meeting to-day, in which he stated: 


“With regard to the question of my responsi- 
bility for the maintenance of discipline among 
the resident medical officers, I would again 
most respectfully point out that there is no 
rule or regulation of your Board which 
causes to devolve on me such responsibility 
by mere accident of my being the Resident 
Medical Officer at present longest in your 
service. Further, I have never been informed 
that such was my duty, nor requested to 
assume such responsibility. 1 did understand 
that the Master was responsible for the 
discipline maintained in this institution. 

‘*Such a duty, as apparently I have been 
expected to perform, would, to my mind, 
necessarily carry with it a special designation 
and extra remuneration. Without being ap- 
pointed definitely by a resolution of your 
Board, and being recognised by a distinctive 
title, it is," and always will be, impossible 
to perform such a duty. 

“TIT wish to protest strongly against that 
part of the resolution which! states that. you 
would have been prepared to dispense with 
my services but for the fact that my time 
is almost up. I regard this resolution as 
unjust, and I consider that the publicity 
which it has received has been very 
prejudicial to my character and good name. 
Since the time of my appointment as Resident 
Medical Officer I have carried out my duties 
in a faithful manner and to the best of my 
ability, and I would refer you to the visiting 
medical staff, either individually or collec- 
tively, for their opinion of the manner in 
which my work has been done.”’ 


OTHER LETTERS 


A letter was also read from Dr. 8, J. Allen, 
Resident Medical Officer, and Dr. Minford, 
Resident Medical Officer, denying that they 
had any part in the smashing of the door. 

Mr. Leslie L. Ingram, a student, wrote re- 
iterating that he knew nothing whatever about 
the damage done to the door in the doctor's 
sittingroom; that he was in bed asleep at the 
time mentioned, and that he did not know 
even of the existence of the damage until the 
Sunday afternoon. 

He further desired to state that he had 
never been the cause of any trouble or incon- 
venience to the staff or the Board. 

Mr. J. Paton, student, also wrote stating 
that he had nothing to do, directly or in- 
directly, with the breaking. of the door, and 
that he had not been in or near the room 
during the night in question. 

Other letters of denial and protest were 
read from Mr. W. H. Hood and Mr. David 
Gray, students. 


CRITICISM TOO SEVERE 


Mr. Thomas Gibb, J,P., moved that the 
letters be noted by the Board, and Mr. 
McGookin seconded. 

Mr. J. Campbell said that last week he had 
stated that the criticism of Dr. O'Kane was 
too severe, and on hearing those letters he 
was convinced that it had been. It was unfair 
that Dr. O'Kane should be singled out. The 
people who smashed the door should come 
forward and admit their guilt. They were 
allowing the whole medical staff and the 
pupils attending the institution to be 
pilloried.

The rule, he said, was to send them to the 
Workhouse, but this should be changed, 
There were cases. where seven or eight chil- 
dren were in one family. 

Mr. J. F. Hall, J.P., said that there were 
worse cases, cases where the men were on 
remind and relief. had been refused. He 
thought help should be given in each case 
until the trial was over. 

Mr. W. M. Wilton said that a fortnight 
ago they had had a discussion, on that matter. 
There wéte two cases he knew of where the 
husbands had been remanded in custody. 
Their wives went to the relief officers and 
were told that they could not get assistance 
until their husbands were tried, They could 
only offer them indoor relief when the has- 
bands had been sentenced. The Ministry of 
Home Affairs, he contended, should be asked 
to amend the Act. To bring. those people 
into the house cost more than to relieve them 
outside. These were not ordinary Cases. 


CHEAPER 


Mr. Cochrane said that he did not agree 
with the political side. If the Act needed 
amendment let them go to the Ministry to 
have it done, It was cheaper to assist cases 
oo kind outside than to bring them in- 
side, 

Mr. R.. Ardis, J.P., said that would be a 
very dangerous course. 

Mr. Hall said that they should see to the 
wives and children until the men arrested 
were tried. 

Mr. MeGookin said that on the Outdoor 
Relief Committee they were in the unfortuan- 
ate position of having three cases where the 
husbands wer in prison and their wives were 
refused outdoor relief, He thought that they 
should make an approach to the Ministry 
and ask that something should be done for 
these people.

the Urban Council. 
Evidence was given by Mr. MeDonogh, 
town surveyor, the architect for the scheme, 


who is under suspension by the Minister.  * 


The Town Clerk gave evidence that the 
figure was £24,489, out of which £22,000 had 
been paid. ' Aa 

The Town Surveyor denied responsibility 
for the plans and specifications, and said that 
he accepted and worked on these as supplied 
by the Local Government Department. He 
was also originally opposed to the site, but 
when pressed by an inspector he accepted it. 
Some of the sites were so boggy and water: 
logged that the houses were supported on 
rafts. After the houses were built a sewerage 
scheme developed, a deep trench being blasted 
at the back, clase to the houses, which showed 
subsidence and cracks, and in some cases had 
sunk eight inches. In his opinion, the only 
course for them was to take them down and 
reconstruct them. | 

To the Inspector, he said that from the 
commencement oí the scheme he pointed out 
the defects of the site, and an inspector forced 
him to accept it. 

The Inspector quoted from a report. he made 
to the Council strongly recommending accept- 
ance of the site; also the compulsory acquisi 
tion of the sites on the opposite side of the 
road, remarking that the evidence of the 
witness was very inconsistent. 

The witness admitted that he did not report 
the defects he anticipated in the site to the 
Council. 

The Inspector—You concealed them de- 
liberately ? 

The witness repeated that he did not report 
the defects in the houses when they occurred, 

The Inspector asked him to produce his 
diary showing the dates on which he visited 
the houses. ' 

It transpired that. in a year he paid thitteen 
visits and was paid £586. 

Mr, M. J. Buckley, late member of the 
Housing Board, also cross-examined witness 
as to the unsuitability of the site. and he said 
that originally he agreed with Mr. Buckley 
that it was not a suitable site. 

Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, K.C., for the con- 
tractors (Messrs. John Molloy and Sons, 
Ballina), also crosg-examined witness as to the 
workmanship of the houses. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-morrow.

FULL DRESS UNIFORMS 


That Army bands have to pertorm in 
public in the ¢ dinary service uniform of 
the regular army has been a subject of 
some criticism. Full dress uniforms have 
now being sanctioned for the personne! of 
the Army Bands, and these will be seen 
on parade for the first time at the coming 
tattoo. The opening parade of the massed 
bands is, therefore, likely to provide a 
colourful spectacle. 

Parents generally, and educationalists par- 
ticularly, will look forward with much 
interest to the massed display of the Sokol 
system of physical culture, which is a com- 
plete innovation. This system is suitable 
equally for children, civilans and soldiers, 
and now that it has heen “adopted in the 
army it is hoped gradually to extend and 
develop it until, with the modifications 
imposed by the characteristics of the Irish 
people, it becomes the national system of 
physical training 

The display of modern battle drill, as 
adapted to the parade ground, by a regular 
infantry battalion, should provide an interest- 
ing example of how smartness on parade can 
be combined with efficiency in action. 


HISTORICAL PAGEANT 


Although naturally the work of the modern 
Army, including the new Volunteer Force, 
will he featured on the programme, the great 
exploits of the past will not be overlooked. 
The historical pageants will inclade a repre. 
sentation of Sarsfield’s famous cavalary raid 
at Ballyneety in 1690, when he rode out of 
the ‘beleaguered City of Limerick with a 
selected detachment, sutprised the Williamite 
siege train, and destroyed it, thereby saving 
the city. The greatest care has been taken 
to ensure accuracy combined with dramatic 
effect in the portrayal of this episode. 

The second main historical item will centre 
round the Irish insurrection of 1916, in the 
course of which the oceupation, defence and 
destruction of the old General Post Office, 
Dublin—the seat of the Provisional Govern- 
ment of the Irish Republic and the General 
Headquarters of its troops—will be re-enacted. 
An accurate replica of the old G.P.O. is being 
specially constructed by the Corps of 
Engineers for this episode. 

The programme will reach a moving climax 
in the grand finale, in which the entire cast 
of 2.500 performers will participate, This 
final item is described as the "' Rally of the 
Nation,” and will depict the soldiers of al! 
the ages rallying to the call of the Mother- 
land when danger threatens. The groups 
represented will include the warriors of the 
ancient Gael—the Red Branch Knights of 
Ulster, the Fianna Eireann, the soldiers of 
Clontarf, the Armies of the Anglo-Norman 
Wars—Art MacMourrough and his Leinster 
Clansmen, the Northern Princes and their 
Bonnaughts. and Gallowglasses, Eoghan 
Ruadh and the Soldiers of the Confederacy, 
Sarafield and his Dragoons; then the secret 
armies of later days, the pike men of ‘96, the 
Fenians and the I.R.A. of 1916-21; and finally 
the troops of the modern Army, Regular, 
Reserve and Volunteer, horse, foot and 
artillery. The combination of ancient 
costumes, old time and modern uniforms and 
massed bands, searchlights and other effects 
in this concluding item should leave a lasting 
impression.

Mr.) Mi O'Loughlin «(Ennistymen) said 
that he “was in favour of refusing to work 
the Government scheme and closing down 
that side of the butchers’ activities. 


OPPRESSIVE 

The Chairman (Mr. M. F. Malone) said 
that anyone familiar with the butchering 
trade in the country must admit that the 
many restrictions on the trade were oppres- 
sive. 

Mr. Minogue said that a conference of 
butchers representative of the butchering 
trade in the Free State would be held in 
Dublin within the next fortnight or so. 

Mr. O'Loughlin said that the Dublin 
butchets favoured a free meat scheme beeause 
they got paid a shilling and more per Ib. 
for choice cuts—sirloin or roast bheef— 
whereas the country butcher only got six- 
pence, Apart from that, the country butcher 
had also cut-throat competition to contend 
with, 

The Chairman said that if the ball did 
not roll favourably at the conference for 
the country butchers, then they should walk 
out, strengthen their county organisations, 
and rely on themselves to fight the isaue.

.... Problems of Population 
‘Twenty years ago emigration 
drained so much of the blood 
Ireland as to endanger the country’s future. 
Simultaneously Great Britain was begin- 
ning to feel uneasy as a result of the 
opposite tendency, which had given a 
population of about forty millions to a 
‘nation which was comfortably full when it 
possessed half that number. Who would 
have imagined that the positions would 
have been reversed by 1935—that the Free 
State would be considering, with some 
alarm, the question of providing enough 
work to keep pace with her growing 
numbers, and that Great Britain would be 
wondering what steps to take in view of 
the coming fall in her population? Yet 
the paradox has been achieved, and its 
results may be far more significant in 
Great Britain than they are here, if only 
because they will be on a larger scale. 
For more than a hundred years her 
numbers have grown steadily, but it is 
calculated that they will reach their 
highest point ‘next year or shortly after- 
wards, and that from that time onwards 
there will be an equally steady fall. By 
1940 her numbers should have declined by 
five millions, by 1976 her total population 
may be no more than thirty-three millions. 
Tt is true that these calculations, like all 
other calculations, may be disproved by 
the event, but the science of statistics has 
been brought to a fairly high level, and 
similar forecasts’ in other years have 
proved to be remarkably accurate. Assum- 
ing, then, that these prophecies can be 
relied upon, what is their meaning likely 
to be? So far as internal affairs are 
concerned, a fall in population will mean 
a larger percentage of older people and a 
smaller percentage of children, with the 
result that the whole system of education, 
and the present provisions for it, may 
have to be revised. It is bound, however, 
to affect the country in a number of other 
ways, and here the issues will be more 
complicated. Until the new tendency 
asserts itself it will be hard to judge what 
its results may be, though it is a pity that 
Sir Josiah Stamp’s appeal for an imme- 
diate census—in order to find out exactly 
how affairs stand at the moment—was not 
given more attention. Other problems 
will be raised also, and the most pressing 
of these will come from the consideration 
that Great Britain has an enormous and 
under-populated Empire, while such coun- 
tries as Japan, Italy and Germany are 
looking for new lands on which to place 
their surplus millions. An improvement 
in economic conditions, a change in the 
incidence of taxation, or a more active 
encouragement of emigration might avert 
the more obvious dangers of a fall in 
numbers—and might even prevent the fall, 
if preyention were thought necessary. 
The new tendency, at all events, is signi- 
ficant enough to call for a _ thorough 
survey.

Contentment 


In most countries nowadays there are 
public bodies, as well as private indivi- 
duals who consider it their duty to ensure 
that happiness and contentment shall 
be the lot of the general community. Fired 
with the real, almost, oí a Crusader, and 
possessed of all the pugnacity and 
invulnerability of an alligator, they spend 
long, and, to them, delightful, hours 
arranging for the pleasures of others. At 
their behest the most up-to-date facilities 
for sport, recreation, amusement and rest 
are provided for young and old; and, if 
sometimes they venture to prescribe—and 
proscribe—codes of conduct for their 
fellows, they have at hand the good and 
sufficient excuse that progress always 
demands its victims. These custodians of 
the national welfare are not, as we have 
indicated, peculiar to amy one country ; 
but in America at the moment we think 
that they would do well to ponder on the 
alarming case which has just come to light 
of a man who apparently achieved supreme 
and absolute content, though bereft of 
their ministrations. Somewhere about the 
end of the War Mr. “ Joe ' Douglas, a 
negro citizen of Belleville, Illinois, was 
sentenced to a period in prison for 
manslaughter. With time off for good 
behaviour, he ought to have been out in 
three’ years or so; but so well did he 
behave himself that everyone forgot about 
him, Incidentally, it would seem that 
Joe himself did not pay much attention to 
the passage of time ; for, when the other 
day an official discovered that he was still 
in prison, Joe passed over the matter 
lightly. ‘‘ It wasn’t my job to watch the 
calendar,” he said, adding as an after- 
thought that he had been thrown off trains 
and out of much better places than prison 
without saying a word. Thus, to our mind, 
spoke a contented man, a man who now, 
we fear, must fall a prey to all the little 
naggings and worries that beset en- 
lightened citizens in the Middle West.

DANISH: FARMERS’ 
PLIGHT 


GOVERNMENT ASKED TO 
' HELP

The Danish farmers are threatening to 
bring strong measures to bear upon the 
Government unless it can give them assist 
ance to counter the disastrous fall in the 
price of agricultural products. ae 

The farmers have fixed a time limit, 
which expires on Thursday, for the 
Government to announce how it proposes 
to relieve distress, but have not yet given 
any definite decision as to what they will 
do after its expiry. 

Last month, when they made a mass 
march to the Royal Palace, they 
threatened to curtail bacon production, 
and now it is suggested they should stop 
all milk deliveries. 

This drastic measure is suggested in 5 
statement made to a Danish newspaper to- 
day by the chairman of one of the agri- 
cultural unions, who says: ‘“‘If the 
Government do not stop the forced sale of 
farmhouses immediately the farmers wil! 
decide on Thursday what further steps 
to take. To begin with, I think all 
deliveries of milk will be stopped and the 
milk used to feed stock.” ' 


NAVAL PORT DEFENCE 
TESTED 


SEARCHLIGHIS AND 
BLACK-OUT 


A test of aerial defence in realistic sur- 
roundings was carried out in the Portsmouth 
area last night by units of the Territorial

Rain at Last 


For the first time for twenty-three davs, 
rain fell yesterday in London and over the 
South-East of England and the South 
coast generally.

The 
thermometer dropped, the maximum day 
temperature being 75 degrees compared 
with 80 degrees on Sunday. Bv nightfall 
it had dropped to 60 degrees—10 degrecs 
lower than the night before. Weather 
experts predict that after a brief cool spell 
there will-be ahother heat wave. <A galt 
swept the Channel last night, and several 
yachts and small sailing vessels found 
themselves in difficulties. Holiday-makers 
were caught unawares, and thousands were 
drenched to the skin by the suddenness of 
the downpour. 


Lourdes Fever Victims 


Bad news is to hand concerning the 
Lourdes fever victims. Three of the 
twenty-five Scottish pilgrims who con- 
tracted enteric fever have. become critically 
ill. Observation by medical authorities on 
the eleven hundred people who made the 
journey will be continued for six weeks. 
Investigations have been extended to 
England, Ireland and France. Medica! 
officers are visiting the passengers who 
returned from the second cruise on August 
6th, but no cases of illness have been 
reported so far as these pilgrims are con- 
cerned, 


Tea 


According to the International Tea Com 
mittee, the consumption of that beverage 
shows a tendency to decline in the 
principal consuming countries. The 
second annual report of that body states 
that it is clear that the energies of all 
concerned in the industry must be bent in 
the direction of arresting the downward 
tendency, and of doing everything possib!: 
to find new markets. It is clear from a 
review of stock figures that the decline 
is due to world economic conditions, and 
not to any action by the Committee.

HE. Paris conversations on Abyssinia 
between the signatories to the Three- 
Power Pact of 1906 will open in an 
atmosphere which was described to Reuter 
last night as earnestness “without 
pessimism and without optimism. 

On the whole, however, opinion tends 
to pessimism rather than to optimism. It 
is felt in Paris that Great Britain holds 
the key to the riddle, but nobody knows 
at present what she 1s ve ne to propose.

‘Signor Grandi’s position as Italian 
Ambassador in London just now is nos 
without analogy to that of the German 
Prince Lichnowsky in 1914,” says the 
Rome Correspondent of the Journal des 
Debats in a. striking despatch on. the 
tension between Italy and Britain over 
Abyssinia. 

“ A mistake in appreciating British in- 
tentions, and he can throw his country 
into mortal conflict and Europe into still 
deeper misery. But what an embarrassing 
position is his if Britain: herself does not 
know exactly what she wants? There lies 
the real danger which M. Laval has to 
ward off.” 

The correspondent sees far beyond the 
Abyssinian conflict, ‘‘ which is the smallest 
part of the question.”’ 

“Tá is in reality,” he says, “ a conflict 
between two imperialisms, one weighed 
down with years, profit, honours—British 
Imperialism; the other still in bud, un- 
certain of its strength, alternately timid 
and explosive ; both impatient and greedy, 
yet prompted by historic, social and human 
impulses that counsel making way for it— 
Italian Imperialism. 

““ How can one find a balance for these 
two forces? This is what it is all about. 
The stake is of extreme importance for all. 

“ But, while Mussolini knows what he 
wants, does Britain know whither the 
voip" of her public opinion, her interests 
and her intellectual passions may lead 
her?” 


“GOOD QUEEN MUSSOLINI” 


A similarity between Elizabethan Eng- 
land and Fascist Italy, and between Queen 
Elizabeth herself and Signor Mussolini, is 
emphasised in an article in the Giornale 
d’Italia headed: ‘‘Two Peoples in the

“ There is a similarity between England 
of 1558 and Italy of 1922, a similarity in 
history and destiny which is striking,’’ 
says the newspaper.

GENDARMES AND 
POLICE MOBILISED

HE entire gendarme and police forces 

of Northern Moldavia have been 
mobilised to round up Coroiu, Rumania’s 
‘Public Enemy No. Le who escaped from 
custody to-day, accompanied by his 
guard. 

It is feared that the notorious bandit 
may attempt to cross the River Dniester 
into Soviet Russia. 

A high price has been placed on his 
head. 

The more well-to-do population, who 
had been greatly relieved at Coroiu’'s 
capture, are once again _ terrified. 
Merchants and the owners of rich estates 
are asking for police protection, and house- 
wives in isolated districts are barricading 
their doors and windows for fear of a, 
The rer peasants, however, many o 
rg hele eabeeiacialy befriended, are 
rejoicing at his escape. 


Coroiu has been notorious’ throughout | 


the country during the last few years for 
his daring robberies and for the way in 
which he has avoided capture. Lately he 
has grown weary of brigandage and 
negotiated his surrender to the authori- 
ties. He then adopted the réle of Robin 
Hood, and put up.the novel defence that 
the police were entirely responsible for 


his misdeeds, because ‘‘a handsome 
policeman. had tried to ‘steal his 
mistress.’’ 


God,” he told the 
authorities, ‘‘that I never murdered any- 
one, and only robbed the rich in order 
to. help widows. and orphans at their 
expense. My hands are clean, but I now 
want to be judged and punished to purify 
my soul.” 

Villagers rallied to his support when 
he was tried for the murder of the hand- 
some policeman, and he was acquitted.

A MISSION FOR 
PEACE

In an ‘editorial article The Times 
remarks to-day:—Mr. Eden and Sir 
Robert Vansittart arrived in Paris last 
night to make one more attempt to find 
an amicable settlement of the Italo- 
Abyssinian dispute. They will meet M. 
Laval informally to-day and Baron. Aloisi 
to-morrow, and on Friday a formal con- 
ference is expected to begin on the basis 
of the treaty relating to Abyssinia which 
was signed by Great Britain, Italy and 
France in 1906. Thus the old diplomacy 
is being called in to supplement the efforts 
of the new. 

The treaty is instinct with the now dis- 
credited theory of special interests and 
zones of influence, adds The Times; but at 
the present moment it offers certain great 
advantages. It nominally protects the 
integrity of Ethiopia; it pro ibits inter- 
vention by one nation without the consent 
of the other two, and, above all, its 
validity is not contested by Italy. More- 
over. in the éase of Great Britain, at least, 
its pre-war provisions are being diluted 
by the spirit of post-war diplomacy. Great 
Britain is not asking for any special 
privileges in the Tana district or any- 
where else. France has, indeed, already 
got her. railway between Djibouti and th- 
capital; but both France and Great 
Britain would have welcomed the partici- 
pation of Abyssinia in the forthcoming 
negotiations, and they have turned to the 
treaty simply because it offers now the 
oa possible basis of an agreement with 

taly. 

If Italy refuses to come to an under- 
standing with the other signatories and, 
nevertheless, perseveres in her predatory 
designs upon Abyssinia, she will be flout- 
ing obligations assumed under the old 
diplomacy, as well as those which she has 
assumed since the War. Her Government 
would infringe pre-War promises, besides 
repudiating the principles of the League. 
It would not be a record upon which any 
Government that desires its word to be 
respected in future could look back with 
the slightest satisfaction. 

The British Government is being bom- 
barded with advice of completely contra- 
dictory nature, but Mr. Eden may be 
trusted to do all that is possible to recon- 
cile such Italian claims as are admitted 
to be substantial with the tenets of the 
League and the political integrity of 
Ethiopia. :

PRODUCTION OF MEAT 
AND BONE MEALS

SE people of Roscrea, County 
Tipperary, made yesterday a general 
holiday to celebrate the opening by the 
Minister for Agriculture (Dr. James 
Ryan) of the new meat factory. For them 
yesterday was the end of a long concerted 
effort to secure the establisliment of the 
factory there ; and the beginning of an en- 
joyment of the new industry, which will 
pay about £21,000 a year in wages and 
employ one hundred men. | 

heir effort to get the factory began, an 
Irish. Times. reporter learned yesterday, 
with a conversation between the Very Rev. 
T. O’Molloy, Adm., who presides over the 
Roscrea Industrial Development Associa- 
tion, and the Minister for Agriculture, at 
a Muintir na Tire Rural Week-end. Then 
there were representations to the Govern- 
ment and deputations to Dublin. German 
experts who came to Roscrea could not find 
any suitable buildings for the proposed 
factory; but, “ standing with. one foot on 
the running-board of their car,” 
Father O’Molloy made them promise that 
if they could not find a suitable building 
elsewhere, they would return to Roscrea 
and /let the Roscrea people aid them in 
securing a site. “The experts came back ; 
and the traders and people of Roscrea 
subscribed £600 in small sums to purchase 
the site that was deemed suitable by the 
experts. 


VOLUNTARY LABOUR 


Then the. working people of Roscrea, 
employed and unemployed, were organised, 
largely by the efforts of a local Labour 
leader, Mr. M. Cunningham, to play a 
part also. Eighty men gave their services 
voluntarily for almost a month to clear the 
site, and make a road about three hundred 
yards long from the nearest road to the 
site. They had to dig the necessary sand 
and stones for themselves. The monks at 
Roscrea’s Cistercian Monastery lent their 
steam-roller. Townspeople presented the 
workers with packets of cigarettes. It was 
a remarkable general “ push,’’ and when, 
finally, the big occasion of the official 
opening came yesterday, the Roscrea 
people decorated their principal streets 
and houses with flags and bunting; 
filled windows with flowers; and 
wrapped the telegraph poles’ with 
branches. of laurel, sycamore, fir, etc, 
A young resident, Mr. Harry Waters. 
painted various banners “ Success to the 
Factory,” and so on, which were hung 
across the streets. The town had a floral 
and very festive appearance. 


MEAT AND BONE MEALS 


The factory introduces an entirely novel 
industry to Ireland, and one which 1s 
hardly known anywhere else except in 
Germany, where similar factories are 
established in most towns. It is run by a 
private company, of which a German ex- 
pert, Herr G. Fiasenfeld, of Bremen, 1s 
managing director, and his son, Herr J. 
W. Fasenfeld, has designed the building. 
The principal products of the factory, 
which already has been in operation for 
a week, during which 600 cows have been 
handled, are meat meal, bone meal, and 
meat-and-bone meal. It is anticipated 
that the home demand will absorb the 
greater part of the output. 

Incidentally, there is a mistaken idea in 
circulation in regard to the kind of raw 
materials to be used. The managing 
director stated yesterday that every carcase 
is examined by a veterinary surgeon before 
is is used, and any bad carcase 1s 
detroyed at once. 


UNECONOMIC COWS 


Lean cattle from the poorer pastures of 
the Free State—from Kerry, to begin 
with—are used. The Department of 
Agriculture obtains these for the com- 
pany, paying a flat rate of 50s. each. Tho 
chief benefit of the scheme, indeed, lies 
in this elimination of uneconomic cows, 
for which the Minister hopes better-bred 
heifers will be substituted, to the conse- 
quent improvement of the whole cattle 
population of the country. i 

The factory is now working at a little 
over half-pressure, and it is anticipated 
that about 1,000 cows per week will be 
handled when the factory is in full pro- 
duction. Fifty men (only men are em- 
ployed) are now engaged, with a weekly 
wages-bill of about £200, and inside about 
two months the complete staff of one 
hundred will be at work. 

Apart from the meals, the factory will 
produce hides, most of which, it is ex- 
pected, will be tanned in the Free State; 
and a series of other subsidiary products 
for export only. These will include edible 
fats and commercial fats, salted beef, and 
later, canned beef, tongues, sausage 
casings, and ‘‘ pudding,’’ fertilisers, ete. 


MINISTER'S SPEECH 


The Minister for Agriculture, in opening 
the factory yesterday, said that it was 
designed to deal with old and uneconomic 
cows. He continued; “ It is estimated 
that about 200,000 cows are removed from 
our.herds every year to be replaced by 
young heifers. Some of these cows are 
young and healthy, but unsuitable for 
dairying, and are, consequently, consumed 
as beef. There is no difficulty about the 
disposal of such cows. Some others are 
exported in the new milch category, others, 
again, die from disease or accident. 

“Apart from all these classes we have 
many old cows uneconomic as milkers to 
the farmers and not fit for conversion into 
beef for human consumption. For this 
residue the factory here was constructed. 
It is capable of dealing with 1,000 to 1,200 
cows per week. The flesh will be con- 
verted into meat meal for animal feeding 
and many by-products will be got for in- 
dustrial purposes. This factory will not 
dispose of any of its products for human 
consumption in this country. 


SURPLUS FOR EXPORT 


“We shall henceforth be self-sufficient 
as far as meat meal is concerned and shall 
also have some surplus for export. We hope 
to reduce our imports of industrial or non- 
edible fats. Our new tanneries will, no 
doubt,. require dressed hides. I need not 
dwell on other subsidiary possibilities, 
such as blood and bones for manures, 
hoofs and horns, etc. One ean see the 
great opening for development and the 
sp ts of increasing employment in a 
actory such as this. 

“With a board of management so keen 
on industrial revival Roscrea may look for- 
ward to a prosperous and expanding in- 


dustry which has its beginnings here to- 
day.

UDGMENT in the:appeal:of Captain 
A. W. Kane, masterof the British 


steamer Brompston Marior;"was delivered 
by the Supreme Court here to-day. 

The Court upheld his conviction and 
sentence by the Palma Court, holding that 
there was no ground for interfering with 
its decision, and at the same time they 
imposed a fine of 125 pesetas (about 
£3 10s.) and ordered him to pay costs. 
The Supreme Court recommended, how- 
ever, the Palma.Court to ask for pardon, 
as authorised by Article 2 of the Spanish 
Penal Code. 

News of the Court’s decision has already 
been conveyed to Palma, where, it-is stated 
by Reuter’s Correspondent, the decree 
granting an indulto (pardon) will take 
about a fortnight to prepare. 

In the meantime Captain Kane will 
remain at provisional liberty in the hotel 
in» which he at present lives, but, as bail 
has not been accepted, he is unable to 
leave. 

Thus ends the prolonged proceedings 
which arose out of a trivial dispute over 
a bill in a café at Palma, Majorca, 
between the proprietor and a few officers 
of a visiting steamer. 

The case, with its heavy sentence, has 
aroused great indignation in this country 
and among British residents in Majorca. 


HOW THE CASE AROSE 


The sentence of two years and eleven 
months passed on Captain Kane by the 
Court of Urgency in Palma arose out of 
an incident in a café. 

Captain Kane, an Islandmagee man, 
arrived in the café, to find that some 
officers of his ship. were engaged in a 
dispute with the proprietor over the bill. 
Captain Kane endeavoured to settle the 
quarrel, and at the same time a police 
officer in plain clothes intervened, though 
the British officers were unaware of his 
identity. 

In foreing his way through the crowd 
Captain Kane apparently unwittingly 
jostled the plaini-cletlees policeman. The 
latter and a companion drew revolvers and 
levelled them at the four officers, who, 
though not knowing Spanish, accompanied 
them to the local judge. 

Two engineers and a wireless operator 
were released after a preliminary hearing, 
but Captain Kane was detained, as the 
po ofhcer accused him of striking 
im. 


“A VERY LIGHT BLOW ” 


Captain Kane was brought up for trial 
on a charge of forcibly resisting the police, 
the police officer saying that he had struck 
him a very light blow, and was sentenced 
to almost three years in prison. 

Captain Kane emphatically declared at 
his trial that he was not guilty of the 
charges brought against him. 

British residents in Majorca were in- 
censed by the Court’s verdict,.which they 
regarded as at variance with the evidence, 
and, pending an appeal, endeavoured to 
have him released on bail, especially as he 
had been under medical treatment while 
in prison. 

Despite medical evidence, the applica- 
tion. of the British Consul for his provi- 
sional release was at first rejected, but 
after being in prison for nearly a fortnight 
he was granted: provisional liberty or 
‘ attenuated imprisonment.”’ 

The Judge who tried his. case was 
recently reduced by order from Madrid to 
the lower rank of magistrate. 


GOOD TEMPER 


Captain Kane, who bore his imprison- 
ment stoically and with unshakable good 
temper, has since been enjoying the com- 
parative freedom of hotel life in the 
pleasant family hotel Catalonia, in Palma. 
As bail was not accepted he has not, how- 
ever, been able to leave his hotel, and has 
been feeling the lack of exercise which he 
had even in the Capuchinos Jail. 

His appeal was hurried in Madrid and 
came before the Court last Thursday, One 
of the main points of the defence was that 
there was no indication that the plain- 
clothes officer was in fact an officer of the 


law. The Public Prosecutor, on the other 
hand, urged the Court to uphold the 
sentence. 


Captain Kane is a County Antrim man 
and a descendant of the well-known 
General Richard Kane, who was Governor 
of Minorca from 1713 to 1736 during the 
British occupation of the island. General 
Kane, who also was born in Antrim, is 
honoured in Westminster Abbey. 


BRITISH ARMY 
MANCEUVRES

DAY AND NIGHT 
OPERATIONS 


The opening battle of the 1935 Army 
manceuvres has begun, and some 50,000 
troops are taking part. Following on the 
hefty labours in the field on Monday, 
involving a late return to barracks, Major- 
General H. M, Wilson’s troops wera 
abroad again yesterday on a scheme which 
prevented any possibility of a return to 
quarters for at least twenty hours. 

Within the next few days the whole of 
the units of the first four divisions of 
Britain’s post-war Army, together with 
Tanks Corps troops, armoured cars and a 
Territorial unit from Wales, will be busily 
engaged in ‘operations. 

The War Office exercises will be per- 
sonally° directed by: Field-Marshal Sir 
Archibald Montgomery-Massingberd, Chief 
of the Imperial General Staff, and the 
chief umpire will be Sir John Burnett- 
Stuart, General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief, Southern Command.

MR. KIPLING’S 
TRIBUTE

IR WILLIAM WATSON, the poet, died 


| S late on Monday night at a nursing 
home at Ditchh Common, Sussex. 
He was 77. Sir Witham had been a patient 
at the nursing home-for a fortnight. 
Lady Watson, in a message yesterday, 
stated: “ At midnight last night the oldest 
of the English poets died—Sir William 
Watson. His wife and daughters were with 
him. Sir William’s long hfe was tpent in 
devotion to his work in its noblest form, 
and so passes one deserving of honour.” 


CLARITY AND DIGNITY 


Sir William Watson's poetry was contem- 
plative rather than’ dramatic, although his 
impassioned expressions in a series of politi- 

cal sonnets showed a fervour that was strik- 
ing. Recognition came in 1890 with ‘“Words- 
worth’s Grave,” which bore a strong medi- 
tative note. 

Sir William thought deeply on the Arme- 
nian question, and sonnets on that subject 
revealed the character of the man and how 
strongly he felt for the oppressed: In 1884 
he had published “ Epigrams of Art, Life, 
and Nature,” a beautiful study on the sub- 
jects he took for his title. al i 

In these the clarity and my sá of his 
style was in keeping with the best classical 
tradition. There was more thought than 
passion. Indeed, he was a poet-thinker, if 
the phrase can be used, and ardour and fire 
were not conspicuous in his lines, except, as 
has been stated, when political conviction 
allowed itself to appear. 


NEARLY POET LAUREATE 


Eleven days ago he celebrated his 77th 
birthday in the nursing home in which he 
has now died. The winter of his life had 
been spent in the tiny cottage at Rotting- 
-dean which had been his home im recent 
times. 

There he lived with his wife and ‘two 
daughters,. almost forgotten by the world, 
vet he was once almost Poet Laureate. Glad- 
stone recommended him for the position, but 
he was passed over in favour of Alfred 
Austin. , , 

Lady Watson stated that one of the last 
things her husband said was: ‘“‘Is my work 
safe’’’ He also said: “ Don't forget our old 
friend, Lloyd George.” 

Lady Watson told him: “I am sure that 
Mr. Lloyd George will be sorry to hear that 
you are ill.”’ . 


LOVED THE IRISH 


“Mr. Lloyd George has always thought 
so much of my husband’s work,” Lady Wat- 
son said yesterday. “‘Mr. Lloyd George is 
a Celt, and my husband has always said 
that he himself was a Celt, because he had 
an affinity with Ireland and Wales. 

“ My husband loved the Irish very much. 
I myself am from Dublin. He has always 
understood the people of Ireland and Wales.’’ 

When Sir William lay ill at Bath five years 
ago a group of distinguished admirers of his 
work made an appeal for the formation of a 
testimonial fund—a fund which reached 
£3,000, and which greatly helped him and 
his family in-his last years. 

Lady Watson, an Irishwoman—she ‘was 
formerly ‘Miss Maureen Pring, of Howth, 
Dublin—was untiring in her devotion to 
him. 


KIPLING’S TRIBUTE 


Mr. Rudyard Kipling paid the following 
tribute last night to Sir William Watson : 
‘* He did magnificent work, He never wrote 
a bad line. His work has gone to the general 
account and will never be lost,” 

Mr. John Drinkwater, Beet and dramatist, 
in a broadeast tribute to Sir William Watson 
last night,,said; ‘‘The news of William 
Watson s d@ath stirs one for a moment to a 
sense of indignation that a gt of such high 
gifts, honotrably used, should have spent his 
old age in obscurity, almost in humiliating 
neglect.”’ 
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LORD TOMLIN 


Lord Tomlin, a Lord of Appeal in Eng- 
land, died yesterday at Canterbury, aged 68. 
He had been ill for only a short time, and 
had been in a nursing home in the Canter- 
bury district, near his Kentish home, The 
Manor House, Upper Hardres. Lord Tomlin 
was spending his vacation at his country 


house and was taken suddenly ill on Thurs- | 


day. An emergency operation for appendi- 
citis was performed the following day. Lord 
Tomlin had been a Lord of Appeal in 
Ordinary since 1929, when he became the 
youngest member of the Judicial Bench of 
the House of Lords. Eldest son of the Jate 
Mr. George Taddy Tomlin, of Coombe 
House, Canterbury, Lord Tomlin’s great 
legal knowledge benefited many judicial com- 
mittees over which he presided. For more 
than ten years he was Chairman of the 
Royal Commission on Awards to Inventors. 
Lord Tomlin was educated at Harrow and 
New College, Oxford, and was called to the 
Bar in 1891, He teok silk in 1915, 


MR. WILLIAM MULHOLLAND 


The death has taken place at his resi- 
dence, 626 South street, Andrew’s place, Los 
Angeles, California, of Mr. William Mul- 
holland, in his eightieth year, after an illness 
of several months. Mr. Mulholland, who 
was a native of Belfast, went to Los Angeles 
in 1876, and rose to the position of chief 
engineer for that, city’s water system. The 
Funeral Service, which was held at the Little 
Church’ of the Flowers, in the Forest Lawn 
Memorial Park, Glendale, was attended by 
about S00 people, many wreaths being sent. 
In a tribute to the memory of Mr. Mul- 
holland, the Los Angeles Evening Herald 
describes him as “the great engineer who, 
almost’ single-handed, forced the construction 
of the Los Angeles agueduct.” As a token 
of respect, work was suspended on the 
Colorado “River aqueduct for one minute at 
the time of the funeral. 


MR. ARTHUR O'NEILL 


After a short illness, Mr, Arthur O'Neill, 
Kenmare, a member of the Kerry County 
Council, has died at his residence, Henry 
street, Kenmare. He took a prominent part 
m the. Sinn Fein movement from boyhood 
and in Fianna Fail activities. He was 
greatly interested in ths promotion of sports 
and regattas and in everything connected 
with the welfare of Kenmare.

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TRIBUTES TO R.D.S. 
DIRECTOR 


COUNCIL REFERENCES TO 
SHOW SUCCESS 
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At a special Council meeting of the Royal 
Dublin Society yesterday it was decided, on 
the proposal of Lord Powerscourt (President), 
seconded by Mr. D. R. Pack Beresford (Vice. 
President), and supported by the Director, to 
confer Honorary Life Membership of the 
Society upon Mrs. John Higgins, of French 
Lawn, Roscommon, and ventry House 
London, for the services which she had 
rendered with her husband, who is already 
an Honorary Life Member, in furthering the 
interests of the Society for a number of years, 
by giving generous publicity to its work, in 
London and on the Continent before and 
during the period of each Horsé Show. ' Mrs. 
Higgins is the first woman in the long history 
of the Society to be honoured in this manner, 
and the President added that it was a grateful 
testimony of the high regard which the 
Council and the members of the Society had 
for the gracious and beneficial services 
rendered. 

The President, referred to the extraordinary 
success of the Horse Show, which, Oya 
felt, was in no small degree attributable to 
the Director and the officials, and he desired 
from the chair to urge strongly upon the 
Director to take longer periods of rest, and 
that in any case he be ordered to refrain from 
being on duty two days per week, Senator 
Westropp Bennett supported the proposition, 
and suggested that the resolution should be 
reversed so that the Director be restrieted to 
two days per week. Canon Dempsey also 
associated himself with this, expressing the 
hope that for some time to come Dr. Bohane 
would serve the Society for which he had 
done so much in a real service to the country. 

The Council unanimously approved of 
further improvements being made to the 
Society's scientific library, so that this valu- 
able collection of books might be preserved. 

Honorary membership for their term of 
office in Ireland was conferred upon His 
Excellency A. M. Owsley, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, United 
States of America; Dr. Charles J. nziger, 
Consul-General for Switzerland, and Mr. N.

The Pig trade in the Free State and 
Northern Ireland continues to show a steady 
improvement. During the week ended 
August 10 last 25,022 pigs were purchased 
for curing in the Free State, this number 
being an increase of over 3,000 on the pre- 
ceding week. Including 1,242 pigs exported, 
the total for the Free State for the week 
under review was 26,264, and for the thirty- 
two weeks ended August 10 the return, in- 
cluding exports and home trade, was 635,632, 
this being 65,000 greater than that for the

In Northern Ireland exports and home 
curing accounted for 11,704 pigs for the week 
ending August 10 and 321,903 for the thirty- 
two weeks up to then, an increase of near 
60,000 over last year.

school-age up. If this figure can be 
arrived at it will avoid the necessity, in 
future years at any rate, of having to con- 
duct immunisations in the schools, as these 
will automatically be supplied with immunised 
children.”’ 

The facilities for immunisation against 
diphtheria were provided in a manner wloch 
lett no excuse for any parent not having a 
child. protected. Thousands of pre-school 
children had already been protected, and much 
greater numbers remained to be treated if 
the continued presence of the disease in 
epidemic form was to be avoided. 

The number of infections in the city had 
increased since 1931, and in 1934 there were 
fewer cases. than in the previous. year, when 
there were 1,075 infections reported. The

NEARLY FORTY CASES 


The number now definitely suffering from 
the fever is 39, and of them 14 are in 
Glasgow. It is estimated that more than half 
the 1,100 pilgrims were from that city. ' 

The Scottish Public Health authorities 
have not yet been able to establish contact 
with all those who made the journey to 
France, as many are on holiday at resorts 
throughou, the country. 

The disease has now manifested itself in 
the East of Scotland, who sent 70 pilgrims 
from Edinburgh. One woman from that area 
is now in hospital. 


INQUIRIES IN DUBLIN 


NO CASES DISCOVERED 


With regard to the possibility of enteric 
fever having been introduced into the Free 
State by tada who recently have been to 
Lourdes, Dr. M. J. Russell, Dublin City 
Medical Officer of Health, is pursuing 
investigations. So far, however, Dr. Russell 
has not succeeded in finding a case of 
infection among those whom he has visited.

EDINBURGH CASE 
JUDGMENT 
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£100 FINE IMPOSED ON 
BOOKMAKER 
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UDGMENT was delivered in Edinburgh 
Sheriff Court yesterday in the case in 
which Thomas Strang, ‘described as a 

Turf commission agent, of Hawkhill avenue, 
Edinburgh, and Robert Powrie, stated to be 
his manager, of Baronscourt terrace, Edin- 
burgh, were charged with contraventions of 
the Betting and Lotteries Act of 1954. 
Sheriff Donaid found the charges proved 
and imposed a fine of £100 on Strang and 
admonished Powrie. He also ordered the 
destruction of the documents seized by the 
police, excluding postal orders, cheques, etc.. 
to the value of £1,700. 

Counsel for the defence intimated that an 
appeal would be made to the High Court. 


THREE CHARGES 


The charges were ;—That during May 20 
and June 9, 1935, while acting in concert in 
Hawkhill avenue (1), they sold and distri- 
buted, and had in their possession for the 
purpose of sale coupons in lotteries known -as 
‘The 2d. Starting Price Points Pool.’ 
organised by them weekly in connection with 
horse racing on certain dates in connection 
with which lottery money prizes were offered. 
(2), that they published advertisements of 
the said lottery, and had in their possession, 
for publication to these who cared to call 
to examine same, lists of prize-winners in 
the said lotteries, contrary to the Act.

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DEVELOPMENT IN 
THE FREE STATE 
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A system of education for commerce in any 
country must of necessity be influenced, not 
alone by the economic life of that country, 
bat also by the size and variability of that 
life, said Mr. G. J. T. Clampett, in a paper? 
entitled ‘‘Commercial Education in Saorstat 
Eireann,” at a meeting of the sixth biennial 
conference of the World Federation of Educa 
tion Associations held yesterday in Oxford. 

The problem of education for commerce in 
the Free State, said Mr. Clampett, was to 

rovide educational facilities of a technical 
sind for 35,000 persons, of whom more than 
half were engaged in the distributive traces. 
The technical education in the full time day 
schools was vocational. In the cities particu- 
larly the aim was to cater by specialisation 
for the various trades and commercial pur- 
suits. The part-time classes almost entirely 
were concerned with technical education, and 
were’ organised to meet the special needs of 
the locality in which they operated, and espe- 
cially in the cities there was a large choice 
of courses and classes, extending irom the 
lowest to the highest standards, and covering 
a wide and comprehensive field in engineer- 
ing, chemistry, science, building, commerce, 
art, domestic economy and rural activities. 
In the session 1933-34. 10,228 students at- 
tended full-time day schools and 52,005 part- 
time classes. The total number of teachers 
employed was 1,293, and the total number of 
hours of instruction was 623,649. The total 
of the receipts from all sources at the dis- 
posal of the committees was £358,679. 


TEACH THROUGH IRISH 


It was the policy of the Department of 
Education that all instructions eventually 
should be given through the medium of the 
Trish language. The implementation of that 
policy implied that the students entering the 
vocational schools had a competent know- 
ledge of Irish; that teachers were qualified to 
give instruction through Irish; that Irish was 
the language of the home, the office and the 
workshop. Many of the primary schools now 
used Irish entirely as the teaching medium, 
while others devoted ample time to the sub- 
iect to ensure a competent knowledge at the 
Caving age of 14 years. The means taken to 
ensure that teachers were fully competent in 
Irish were comprehensive and very complete, 
and all teachers now appointed must be quali 
fied to teach through Irish. It was antici- 
pated that in time, when Irish was the lan- 
guage of the home as well as of the 
Department, of 
Education in regard to the language would 
be possible to the fullest degree. The day 
schools of commerce were staffed mainly 
by university graduates, who held the 
B.Comm. degree and a qualification in 
Trish, and in very many cases an Arts 
degree and the Higher Diploma in Educa- 
tion. The ideal teacher would be the 
university graduate who had some practical 
business training and experience, and there 
were many who urged that this view should 
receive serious consideration in future ap- 
pointments. Some few teachers had as 
their main qualification some years of good 
practical business experience, and in the 
teaching of vocational subjects they had 
proved most helpful and competent. The 
utility of examinations always had been, 
and always would be, a controversial topic 
with educationists, said Mr. Clampett. 
Little more could be said than that they 
had their uses and misuses. Everything 
depended upon the object of the examina- 
tion and its reactions on the. day-to-day 
educational routine of the school. In con- 
nection with the day schools of commerce in 
the Free State, there was no central 
examination system. Each Vocational 
Committee was a law unto itself. The 
problem. was one that was sure to receive 
early consideration, and there were many 
who hoped that, whatever policy might be 
adopted, a rigid roomed 9 scheme - would 
be avoided, and that decentralisation and 
local control, subject to general unifor- 
mity, would be an aceepted fundamental.

effort to make evening commercial work as 
practical and useful as possible. The 
needs of the students were studied; and, 
in many instances, through the medium of 
consultative committees, there was close and 
helpful co-operation between the school and 
the business community. The problem of 
staffing was considered of first importance. 
Specialists were engaged wherever possible 
for the advanced and specialised subjects. 
For instance, a banking official of some 
standing and good qualifeations was in 
charge of the classes in banking. The ques- 
tion of examinations and certificates in con- 
nection with the work of evening classes was 
different entirely from that of the fulltime 
day schools. Evening students had the 
right to demand the opportunity of acquir- 
ing some definite and recognised acknows 
ledgment of their work and capability. 

The commerce degrees of the Irish Universi- 
ties were of undoubted value to young men 
and women intending to follow a commercial 
career, especially to those for whom executive 
posts were waiting in the business organisa 
tions of parents or relatives. A number of 
commerce degree men became apprenticed to 
professiona! accountants, and during their 
apprenticeship years found the specialist 
courses provided in the schools of commerce 
under the authority, of the City of Dupbia 
Vocational Committee complete in every re 
spect for their requirements.
